Wuy bread, wine and fleſh, that we 
Way break the Devils envious eye: 
ad furthermore, becauſe thou ſhalt 
ave good cauſe to rejoyce, thou 
halt underſtand, that I have hired 
Jnother\Houſe, therefore the month 
once ended, we will no longer abide 
1 this miſerable unlucky Houſe , 
ed beit, and he thar laid thefirſt 
tle on it, for in evil time did I 
come in. By our Lord ſaid he, all 
he time that I have been here I ne- 
verdrank-drop of Wine, nor a mot- 
oil foll of fleſh cntred into my belly, nor

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yet have I had any reſt in it, ſuch 
the ſorrow and miſery that bele 
eth to itz goe thy wayes and mal 
ſpeed, makes us Jne this day 
Earls.

I am (in veicewhar F 
plain language) a common Cryer. te hab 
Sir, matters have fo well gone for- 
ward with me, and I have uſed my 
ſelffo well, that in manner all things 
belonging to the Office, paſſe 
through my hands. Inſomuch, that 
look whoſoever within this City 
K 3 doth 
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doth broach wine, or ſell any thing, 
and that Lazarillo de Tormes be not 
preſent, they make account never to 
get again. | | 
In this mean time, Maſter Arch- 
deacon of St. Salvador, your friend 
and ſervant at commandement, ha- 
ving knowledge of my perſon, and a- 
bility, eſpecially ſmce F had cryed 
his wine, went about to marry me 
with his Maid. And after Thad cor- 
fiderd, that having to do with fuch 
-3 man as Maſter Arch-deacon was, [I 
could not receive but honeſty and 
goodneſs, T determined to doit, fo 
hat IT took her to wife, whereof hi- 
therto I do net repent ; for beſides 
that ſhe is/ honeſt, and a diligent 
wench, I finde great favour and help 
at Maſter Arch-deacons hand, for e&- 
very yeare from one time to ano- 
ther, he giveth her as good asa load 
of wheat, and againſt .Chriſtmas or

And from that time for- 
ward, whenſoever I could happento 
hear any man talk of this, I would 
ſtraight break off his matter, and lay 
unto him, Look if thou be my friend, 
ſpeak nothing that ſhall grieve me, 
for I do not take him for my friend
